size by program and campus for 1984-82. Table 3 summarizes course 
registration by program, TablWA illustrates number, of classes and 
average class' size? by program, and Table 5 shows SSH and* course FTE 
by program. The remalnfrig^lS* tables provide detailed infoxmation for 
each campus.

1982 was 23 students, compared to the -fall average of 24; (4) the 
average size of gehVral education classes was consistently larger 
thkn that of vocational education, classes; and (5J general education* 
offerings accounted for 53.3% of the total courses and 61.6% of the 
total classes.

All course registration measures, exs^t the number of courses 
and semester hours offered, dropped slightly from last fall. 
This is consistent with the drop in 'enrollment usually experienced 
frem fall tb spring semesters. n , ' 

However, the number of courses offered increased at all campuses, 
for a net increase df 119 cburses, 7,5 percent over last fall. 
The total nitaber , of ^Semester hours -offered for all classes also- 
increased by a modest 1.0 percent. > ' *

Class sizes were generally smaller. than classes last fall* The * 
average , class size this spring was 23 compared with 24 last fall, 
and decrease^ at all but one, campus, whose average class size- 
remained* the same. The average size of general -education classes 
was consistently larger than that of vocational education classes .
